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PRANCE’S DAY 
July 14, 

Quatorze Juillet! The very. 
phrase summons up memories of 
that fateful day, one hundred and 
forty-four years ayo, when the 
People of “Paris besieged and 
captured the sombre castle of St. 
Antoine, one of the several 
bastilles of Paris, which, during 
its history as a ‘fortress and a 
prison, changed a common noun 
into the significance of a proper 
name—La Bastille. Its capture 
and demolition marked the be- 
ginning of the first of the French 
revolutions, a rebellion against 
the tyranny under which the 
people had suffered in the later 
Years of the Bourbon dynasty. 
It was but natural that the early 
hatred of people of Paris should 
be levelled against the Bastille, 
the emblem of all that against 
Which they rebelled. it had 
been the weapon in the hands of 
the rulers against all who dared 
to raise their voices against the 
iniquities which had been per- 
petrated in the name of govern- 
ment, It was a continual threat 
to the freedom of the subject, 
which though at that time was 
denied them, yet was regarded 
ag the very breath in the nostrils 
of virile and indignant people. 
It is possible that the ordinary 
abuses of process which made 
this gigantic prison so feared as 
well as hated, would not have 
stirred up those sentiments had 
not the Bastille been used for the 
suppression of those who by 
their writings sought to criticise 
A government as ignorant of its 
true functions as it was careless 
of its duties to the country at 
large. It was not a plotted 
revolution which broke out in 
the capital of France on July 14, 
nearly a century and a half ago. 
It was a rebellion by the people 
of Paris, the little acorn from 
which the big oak of revolution 
Was speedily to grow. Usher

Japanese subjects in Manchuria 
have not quite recovered from the 


shock that seven of their own 
nationals were found guilty. of 
supplying bandits with” machine 


guns, rifles. pistols, hand grenades 
and ammunition in’various sections 
of Manchuria. 

is of the arrest of the guilty 
parties and of the seizure of sup- 
plies in their possession were 
Withheld from publication by’ the 
police until late on June 27. 

The smuggling ring was exposed, 
according to the police, on April 
17 when Kenji Iwamoto, driving a 
‘heavy motor truck, was stopped by 
‘a Japanese . gendarme outside the 
walled town of Mukden. 

Under a yellow burlap covering 
in the truck - were’ found 50,000 
rifle and machine-gun cartridges 
and several light machine-guns, 
the police declared. 

‘Ammonition was sold at four 
sen a round and the machine-guns 
‘were priced at $500 each: 

Twamoto's six fellow smugglers 
were rounded up and a thorough 
search of their lodgings. uncovered 
nearly 100,000 more rifle and ma- 
chines-gun cartridges, and large 
‘supplies of machine-guns and trench 
mortars. 

Five | of the seven, men were 
engaged in. respectable callings, 
the police said, ostensibly to conceal 
their activities with the ‘bandits. 

It is said that the smugglers 
delivered their goods to agents of 
bandit groups who were -disguised

Exciting Experiences 
in Few 


Admist an exciting scene of joy 
land tears, 65 of the 89 survivors of 
the China Merchants ss. Toonan 
Jwhieh sank off the Shantung Pro- 
montory a week ago asa result of 
ja collision with the D.KK.'s ss, 
Choshun Maru arrived in’ the Tien:

‘Tax Reduction Asked by Chinese 
Chamber 


Agitation against the collection 
9f the Whangpoo Conservancy and 
Wharfage Dues on the basis of the 
new Customs import tariff is going 
on among local Chinese merchants, 
who are complaining that, with the 
enforcement of the new’ Customs 
import tariff, both the Whangpoo 
Conservancy ’ and Wharfage Dues 
they are required to pay have been 
inereased considerably. 

Petitions requesting a reduction 
in ‘the above two taxes so as to 
lighten ‘the burden on merchants 
have been submitted to the Ministry. 
‘of Foreign Affairs and the” City 
Government ‘of Greater Shanghai 
by the local Chinese General Ch 
ber of Commerce. 


in its petition to the Foreign 
Office, the Chinese Chamber de- 
clares that, with the increase in the 
Shanghai Customs revenues in the 
ast years, the Whangpoo Conser- 
vancy Board’s which “are derived 
from a three per cent, surtax on 
the ‘Shanghai Customs gross. xe- 
celpts according to treaty stipula- 
tions, “have “proportionally in- 
jereased. In 1931, the petitioners de- 
jelare, the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Dues’ amounted to nearly ten times 
Jas much as that earmarked each 
year bythe Chinese "Government 
for Whangpoo conservancy pur- 
poses prior to the 1911 revolution,

As regards the Wharfage Dues, 
the Chamber alleges in its petition 
to the City Government that, de- 
spite the ‘agreement between’ the 
Customs and.

RUSSIAN DETACHMENT 
CAMP, AMOY ROAD. 


Question of Permanent Barracks 
Deferred to 1935 Budget, 


The question of accommodation 


for the Company of the Russian 
| Detachment which has been quar- 


tered in hutments in front of the 
Amoy Road ‘Gaol ‘wis considered 
by the Council at the meeting on July 
%, when the minutes of the Watch 
Committee meeting were presented. 
The Council adopted the Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that these 
hhutments be removed to the Rifle 
Range for the use of the Russian 
Detachment, and when no longer 
required by them for general 
‘Shanghai Volunteer Corps purpose: 

‘The Commandant ‘of Volunteers 
reported to the Watch Committeo 
that, as the whole of the Municipal 
buildings on the Amoy Road Gaol 
site were shortly to be demolished, 
it was necessary to consider tha 
‘question of temporary accommoda- 
tion for the Company of the Russian 
Detachment which had been quar- 
tered in hutments on this site, He 
said that he would like permanent 
barrack accommodation to be pro- 
vided for the whole of the Russian 
Detachment on the Gaol site when 
this was redeveloped. As a tem- 
porary measure he had moved the 
Amoy Road Company to the Rifle 
Range hutments, which would not 
be wanted for other purposes until 
the beginning of September, and 
for the Company's -accommodation 
thereafter until new barracks were 
built he recommended that the Amoy 
Road hutments be removed to the 
Rifle Range at an estimated cost 
of ‘Tis. 7,000. Colonel Thoms 
pointed ‘out’ that when these hut- 
ments were vacated by the Russian 
Company they would be a valuable 
addition to the general accommoda- 

fon on the Range. 

The Treasurer and Controller 
endorsed the proposal to move the 
hutmonts to the Rifle Range, but 
suggested that the question of 
providing permanent barracks be 
deferred until the 1934 building 
Programme was considered, 
Commissioner of Public 
sbmitted a plan of the 


Works 
Amoy Road Gaol site, the central 
portion of which he recommended 
should be used for the erection of 








| 









permanent barracks, He saw no 
‘objection to the permanent retention 
of the Amoy Road hutments on the 
Rifle Range, and said that the 
maintenance costs would not be 
excessive. 

Replying to the Chairman, the 
Commissioner of Public Works 
stated that it would not be possible 
to begin the erection of barracks 
until 1935, so that consideration of 
this proposal could be deferred until

iscussed, The huts which 
it was proposed to remove to the 
Rifle Range could be put up in a 
few weeks. 

‘The Committee recorded the 
opinion that it was desirable that a 
portion of the Amoy Road site 
should be reserved for permanent 
barracks for the Russian Detach- 
ment when the property was 
redeveloped. The Committee also 
recommended to the Council that 
the hutments on Amoy Road which 
until recently were occupied by a 
Company of the Russian Detach-

Cotton Shows Firmer 


Tendency on News of 


American Scheme 


Shanghai, July 15. 


A feature of a generally uneventful week on Shanghai markets 
Was the rather firmer tendency in cotton, duc to advances on American 
markets following announcements concerning the scheme for the plough- 
ing under land. Piece goods showed an upward trend, and there were 
slight price advances in the local flour business. 


PIECE GOODS 
There has been a general lack of 
business in. forward and spot. con- 
tracts, though a certain amount of 
rice ‘testing fos home prices on 
[small quantities has been evident. 
Advances asked are generally far 
beyond dealers’ ideas, and very few 
forward contracts have been placed 
during the week. Certain styles of 
jeloths for next spring trade have 
yet to be purchased, particularly. 
jeord shirtings, but dealers have so 
refrained from indenting. There 
‘4 small enquiry for focal. stocks 
of blacks, but offers are still well 
below replacing cost, General 
speaking, prices localiy are well 
maintained’ with an upward 
tendency, due probably to a shortage 
Jof stocks. Much relief was felt by 
many merchants when the Customs 
again permitted the import of cargo, 
bonded prior to 225.33 at the old 
duty rates. Small orders for worst 
fed suitings and tropicals have again 
been booked, also” some imperials.
